Dallas ascertained through a newspaper contact in Dallas 
that the UPI in Los Angeles carried a story that Harry Dean, 38, 

3 Aihambra, California, had stated he was responsible for having 

4 flowers left on the grave of Lee Harvey Oswald. He stated he had a 
note typed by the florist to be attached to the flowers; that he left 
the flowers because he thought Oswald had nothing to do with the 
killing of President Kennedy. He also stated he was a former under- 
cover man for the FBI and had used the code name "Junior. " 

Supervisor Neal McGinnis of Los Angeles advised the Los 
Angeles Times and the Los Angeles Herald Examiner both carried 
stories on November 26, 1966, based on a UPI release from Fort 
Worth, Texas, to the effect that flowers had been left on Lee Harvey 
Oswald T s grave and that a typewritten note had been attached to the 
flowers. The two papers had a statement indicating that according to 
Marguerite Oswald, the flowers had been sent by a former FBI Agent. 

Supervisor McGinnis also advised that Dean had been the 
subject of numerous items of correspondence with the Bureau and had 
been interviewed on numerous occasions to try and persuade him to 
desist from claiming employment with the Bureau. The FBI Identifi- 
cation Division contains a record on Dean which reflects he enlisted 
in the armed services in 1945 and was absent without leave in 1946. 
In 1948 he was charged with the theft of a radio by the Windsor, Canada, 
Police Department. Disposition on this offense is not known. In 1956 
he was charged in Michigan for using obscene language and was sentenced 
to ninety days. 

Bureau files reflect a great deal of correspondence with 
Harry J. Dean, who did at one time in the early 1960 T s furnish infer- 
1 1 mation to the Chicago Office concerning the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. 
I He was never an informant and was never encouraged in his activities. 
| $ After he gratuitously furnished information a background check was made, 
at which time it was determined he was a former mental patient with a 
criminal record. He was told in June of 1961 that his assistance was 
not desired. The Los Angeles Office, since November of 1963, has 
1 periodically found it necessary to contact Dean and request that he desist 
• from making claims concerning past relationship with the Bureau. 

In 1965 we received information he was considering writing a 
book regarding his work with the Fair Play for Cuba Committee and 
that it would concern the work he did for the FBI in Chicago for a year 
when he was a member of the Committee. The most recent correspon- 
dence concerning Dean was a reply to Senator George Murphy (R. - Calif.)

People who read infla^tory literature need 
to beware of exaggerated statements issued by misguided extremists . " 

Finally, on IO/I9/65 PAT McGUINNESS, ABC News, Los 
Angeles, advised this Office that his wife, a reporter for the San 
Gabriel Section of the "Los Angeles Times" newspaper, had inter- 
viewed GARDNER on IO/18/65 when GARDNER said he has taken an 
assj^rm&nt as public relations man for a group of "intelligence 
officers operating out of New York," of whom he knew the identity 
of only one, declining to disclose that. The purpose of the 
"group," he claimed, was to identify subversives in the anti- 
communist movement. He said he might open an office In Burbank 
and is considering publishing a newsletter of the type issued by 
ROBERT WELCH of the John Birch Society, He mentioned he is no 
longer active in the "CSCCSM" which he had organized on "assign- 
ment" from a group of women he had met at a John Birch Society 
meeting.

for the FBI. Capps was to be further advised of the confidential nature of our files and no 
further information was to be supplied to him. Los Angeles was instructed to attempt to 
determine the essence of Capps* article. 

On June 15th Los Angeles advised by teletype that Capps was advised 
discreetly along the lines of our instructions. Capps advised the article on Dean will be 
in two parts; the first part to appear 6-16 will deal with Dean's activity in the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee at Chicago and the communist aspects of it.

Detective Captain EDWARD GRABOVAC, Whiting, Indiana, 
Police Department, advised in September, I960, that HARRY DEAN, 
who had previously used the name GEORGE R. BAKER, and' whose' 
real name he believed to be GORDON HUNT, had left town, leaving 
in his wake an unserved warrant for his arrest on bad check 
charges. He identified DEAN a3 a self-employed plasterer. He 
added that he had learned from the Detroit, Michigan, Police 
Department that DEAN, the subject of FBI identification record 
No. 4657880, had previously been committed as a mental patient 
in 1948 in Canada, had once been sentenced to "One year 
indefinite" for breaking and entering at Chatham, Ontario, 
had been arrested by the Detroit Police Department once for 
disturbing a religious meeting and twice for using indecent 
and obscene language, and was shown to have been AWOB from 
the service at Fort Knox, Kentucky, in 1949 .

During this time I gave a great deal of information 
to F.B.I* Agents in Chicago Illinois ... ,1 used only 
the telephone method in all my dealings with Agents, 
only near the end of my activities . . .did I meet with 
them...

Subcommittee in July 1961, I was told to quite giving 
information to the F.BJI. . . .The thing I would like to 
bring to your attention, with the hope of being 
cleared, is that, my name appears in Senate Sub committee 
Report No. 96465 Part No. 2 Pages 84 & 85 as an officer 
of the Red Front (Fair Play for Cuba Committee.)" 

In Ms letter, DEAN also referred to all of his 
efforts, adding that: "For our country, I would do any job, 
any kind, against all her enemies, foriegn and domestic." 

DEAN first contacted the Chicago Office of the FBI 
telephonically in August, i960, without divulging either his 
name : or address, to report that he had been elected Recording 
Secretary of the Chicago Chapter of the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC, cited below).

No. 4657880, had previously been committed as a mental patient 
in 1948 in Canada, had once been sentenced to "One year 
indefinite" for breaking and entering, at Chatham, Ontario, 
had been arrested by the Detroit Police Department once for 
disturbing a religious meeting and twice for using indecent 
and obscene language, and was shown to have been AWOL from 
the service at Fort Knox, Kentucky, in 1949. 

DEAN recontacted the Chicago Office telephonically 
in December, i960, to advise that he had been residing for 
the previous two months in Detroit, Michigan, and that he was 
then living in Chicago. He refused, however, to divulge his 
local address. Thereafter, he recontacted the Chicago Office 
on several occasions telephonically until June, 1961, furnish- 
ing information regarding Cuban nationals associated with the 
July 26th Movement (J26M, cited below) and persons associated 
with the FPCC. He was last contacted by two Special Agents 
of the FBI in Chicago on June 1, 196l, when he was told that 
his assistance was not desired. DEAN was described as a 
white male, America^ age approximately 28 (1961), height 5 '10 , 
weight 195 pounds, athletic build.

In Chicago mentioned in Item X. Further, the name of JIjAN 
DEL R0SARI0, Chicago, telephone CO T-019&, written on Items 
V and VI is apparently identical with the person of that 
name mentioned in the first paragraph of this letter. 

The name "SWABECK" mentioned in Item IV refers to 
EDGAR SWABECK. As stated in Los Angeles letter to Chicago j 
dated 8/21/62, EDGAR and MARJC^^^A^^: (who are presently 
Security Index sublects of-LcS 1 Angles files 100-6084O and 
100-30443, respectively) were previously known to DEAN in 
Chicago. 

DEAN said on 12/10/63 that his connection with 
the J26M in Chicago since 1958 was through JUAN DEL ROSARIQ.

DEAN 
said that he learned about FRANK VEGA being in New York on 
one occasion when-he vlftited EDGMm sNABECK^s residence on 
Miramar Street in Los Angeles, and SWABECK mentioned it to 
him.

The above information was furnished the Los Angeles 
Division by letter dated September 19, 1962. 

It is recommended that BEAN be contacted personally 
by agents of the Los Angeles Division and that the facts 
regarding his contacts with the Chicago Division be clearly 
pointed out to him. Of course, when DEAN first contacted the 
I Chicago Division in August, I960, he was not told this office 
/ was unaware the FPCC was being organized in Chicago, BEAN 
j was not asked to continue in his position with the FPCC, and 
j in view of the information developed by the Indianapolis Office 
j in September, 1960, regarding DEAN * s background, no encouragement 
j was given to DEAN to continue his connection with the FPCC* 
I DEAN became asseeiated with the FPCC in Chicago upon his
